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The fecond was Dr. Williams, Biſhop of Lincoln, who 
alſo felt the heavy Oppreſſion of this Proteſtant King. 1» 
the firſt Tear of his Reign, he was Lord Keeper of the G1eat 
Seal, but upon his appearing in Parliament againſt the Ange 
doms great Grievance, the Dake of Buckingham, he was 
Difſgraced und Sequeſtred from the King's Preſence, and Coun- 
cl Table.

And the High Commiſſion Court, 
was grown to fuch Exceſs of Sharpnels anqi Severity, as 
was not much leſs than the Spantſh Jnquilitton. To re- 
pcat two or three of the many Inſtances of the Horrid 
Oppreſſions, and barbarous Cruelty, cxerciſed in theſe 
Tyrannical Courts.

priſoned. This Helliſh Sentence? being palt, that vile Wretcly 
Laud was ſo well pleaſed with it, ' that he pull'd of his Cp, 
and holding up his Hands, gave thanks to God who had gi- 
wen him Vittory over his Fa»mies, This Seftence being {o 
miſerably fevere, the Execution thercof. was little expe- 


ed. Bur, 
 Laud had his deſign; for upon the 26h. of November, 


1630. The Centure was Execud in. 2 moſt cruel manner, 


—— Ears were cut, his Noſe flit, his Face Branded with burn- 
ing Irons, he was tyed to a Poſt, and Whipped with 7 treble 


Crd, to that cruel Derree,that he himſelf Writing rhe Hiſtory 
thereof Ten Years after, athrmed that every /aſh brought 
away the Fleſh, and that he thould feel ir to his dying day. 
He was laſtly, put in'o the Pillory, and kept there: near 
rwo hours in Froſt and Snow ; and then, after this moſt 
barbarous Ulage, not permitted to recurn to- his Quarters

in the Fleet Priſon, in a Coach provided to carry him, but 
compelled in that fad Condition, and ſeycre Seafon, to go 
by Water. 

After this, was kept Ten Weeks in Dirt and Mire, not 
being ſheltered from, Rain and Snow ; They ſhut him 
moſt cloſely, Twenty Two Months, and he remain'd a Priſox- 
er Tea or Fleven lears, not ſuffered to breath in the open Air, 
unti] that Notle Parlzament of November, 1640. moſt hap- 
pily delivered him. When he came abroad to proſecute 
his Pctition, in that Par/:ament, he could ncither Go, See, 
nor Hear. 

This Diſmal Story, will be an Eternal Bot, not only on 
Laud, who was the chicf Inſtrument in that /a4 Oppreſſor, 
bur alſo upon the pretended Martyr King Charles, for per- 
mitting ſuch Barbarous, and inhumane Crucltics to be ex- 
erciſed on his SubjeAs. I ſhall ſhew you ſomething mo ec 
of this Bloody Villains Barbarity, viz. 

That upon the firſt of Fe/ruary, 1632. Tau! procured 

Mr. Priz, to be lent cloſe Prifoner to the Tower, there he 
lay till the 2 1/f. of Jexc, 1633. when an Information { with- 
our mentioning any particular Pallages in his Book) was 
exhibitcg againſt him, in the Star Chamber Court, toc 
Publiſhing a Book CONCerning Literludes, intitled, { /lit j I 
maſtix, which was Licenſed by a Chaplain of Dr. Abbatts, 
Archbiſhop of Caxterbury.

7o &e Ze 
priſoned for Life, pay Five Thouſand Pounds Fine, be Fxpe!.= 
ed Lincolns-Inn, Difabizd to Frerciſe rhe Proteſſion of 
a Barriſter, Degraded by the Cuiterſity of Oxford of /:s 
Degrees there taken ; and that done, to be jet in the Pillory it 
VWeltminſter, and have one of his Fars there cut off, and at 
another time, to be ſet in the Pilſorv in Cheap-ſide, ad there 
to have his other Ear Cat off. 
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Though many of the Lords never dreamt of the Exe 
cution of this Horrid Judgment, nay, though Queen Zen- 
rietta Maria, ( which deſerves an Honourable Mention ) 
and ſhe ſhall have it, for ,She was the preſent King's Royat 
Grandmother, earneſtly interceded with, the Biggotted, Cru- 
el, and Mercil:ſs Ang, ( who was an abominable 7 —— ) to- 
remit its Fxecurion 5 yet on the 77h. and 1no7th. of May, 
iz was fully Executed with great Rigour, and Mr. Priz 
remain'd Swndry Tears m the Tower upon this cenfure. 
Mr. Burton, and Dr. Baſtwrick, were allo wihout the 
leaſt juſt cauſe violently proſecuted after rhe ſame man» 
ner ; it will be too tedious to relate theirs and others un- 
chriſtian uſes ; when Tyranny and Arbitrary Power were
